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WHOPPING BIG SHOW 
HELD AT OGDEN, UTAH

Everywhere you looked in the large 
Golden Spike exhibit building there 
were Quarter Horses, some 350 entries 
in all, making it the largest show and 
horse presentation ever to come to 
Ogden. This was the forerunner of the 
Intermountain Quarter Horse Associa 
tion’s Golden Spike Quarter Horse Show 
and Sale, held November 19, 20 and 21 
The barn was sort of “stuffed” with 
horses and horsemen, overshadowing 
the cattle show that was held the week 
end previously. If there was ever any 
doubt about Quarter Horse interest in 
the Intermountain Country, it was dis 
pelled with this presentation. 

From Manhattan, Kansas, came the 
judge Orville Burtis, past president of 
AQHA and long-time judge of top shows 
He had his “cold weather gear” with 
him, but didn’t have to use it, for the 
weather was warm and clear, if at times 
threatening 

For top stallion of the show judge

PONY EXPRESS 


This is the First of Three Installments on America’s 


Historic Achievement in Mail Delivery 


By F. LELAND ELAM 

Nearly 100 years ago, on April 3 
1860 to be exact, two slightly built young 
accepted mail carrying mochilas 
set them in place on their saddles 
climbed into the saddles themselves and 
rode off into the darkness of the wilder

The members of many a wagon train watched for the Pony Ex 
but often the riders passed at night and they missed 
seeing them. From California State Library 


miles of wilderness were rugged mounts 
picked for their very fastest speed. They 
had to outrun the Indian ponies 
Neither attacks by Indians, the burn- 
ing sands of the deserts, the deep snows 
and the blistering cold blizzards of the 
plain states and the Rocky and Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, swollen flooding 
rivers, darkness, or fatigue stopped 
them. Despite the multitude of hazards 
nearly every rider had to meet, only 
one mail failed to be delivered, and 
only one rider lost his life. This alone 
speaks of the courage and ability of 
both horses and men, for each had to 
depend on the other to stay alive 


No event such as the historic Pony 
Express can have its centennial come 
without it being celebrated and 1960 is 
to be no exception. The National Pony 
Express Centennial Association of 
which Col. Waddell F. Smith of San 
Rafael, California, a descendent of one 
of the originators, is president, has de 
cided upon July 19th as the date for a 
re-running of the Pony Express between 
St. Joseph and Sacramento, using vol 
unteer riders, both ways. 

This event will be one of great im 
portance to the horse lovers of America 
first because it helps to immortalize the 
horses and the men who rode them in 
one of America’s most unique periods 
of development; and second, because it 


- 





will put on display some of today’s best 
riders and horses along a 2,000 mile 
trail. 

Its importance is such that Horse 
Lover’s Magazine has decided to tell you 
in a series of stories about its develop- 
ment, the life and experiences of the 
Pony Express riders and horses; what 
will happen in the Centennial year, and 
about the Pony Express museum in San 
Rafael. 

It took only 10 days for Sam Ham- 
ilton and Johnny Frey and the other 78 
riders to complete their rides, a time 
standard that was maintained during 
the little more thai a year that the Pony 
Express was in operation. 

This was the fastest mail service from 
the East to California up to then, and 
it was sorely needed for upon its suc- 
cess, in a measure, rode the fate of the 
United States. There was no railroad 
and no telegraph line to the Pacific 
Cuast at that time. It took the stage 
coaches from 20 to 30 days to make the 
trip from St. Joseph, and by sea from 
the east coast it took many weeks. Thus 
the Pony Express was designed to 
quicken the pace of the transcontinental 
mail service which the government in 
Washington figured was a crucial 
period. 

Today most traces of the company 
that pioneered the then swift, transcon- 
tinental communication have vanished 
like the trails made by the horses and 
their riders. But in the firties and early 
sixties Russell, Majors & Waddell, op- 
erators of the Central Overland Cali- 
fornia & Pike’s Peak Express Company, 
were a power to be reckoned with. They 
operated a stage coach and express serv 
ice from the Missouri River to Salt Lake 
City, Utah 

At that time civilization virtually 
ended at the Missouri River and Cali- 
fornia was without a doubt the land of 
golden opportunity in the west. Cali- 
fornia worried the federal government 
in Washington. The destructive fangs 
of the Civil War were threatening to 
rear their ghastly heads and it was

There were homesteaders who lived along the trail trom St. Joseph to Sacramento and 
many of these people provided a relay station for the Pony Express such as did this home 
steader in Nebraska. From Harper's Weekly 1867 


feared that in event of war California 
would secede from the Union and be- 
come a separate republic. 

People who had a finger on the pulse 
of the nation in those days figured that 
if war came the Overland Mail Company 
Route—the southern route—would be 
cut, leaving California without mail 
service except for the sea. This would 
leave only the route across the central 
area of the country with an open trail 
to California. But this route needed a 
mail service. “The faster it could be 
the better,” decided Senator William 
M. Gwin of California. 


On January 25, 1860 Gwin called on 
Russell, Majors & Waddell and pointed 
out to them that in the case of war the 
loss of California with its fabulous 
wealth might be a staggering blow to 
the Union cause, He suggested that they 
establish a fast means of taking the mail 
across the central plains and mountains, 
something such as a Pony Express. 


William Russell, senior partner, saw 
the light at once. He felt sure that by 
using light riders on relays of fast 
horses mail could be carried to San 
Francisco in ten days. Despite objec 
tions by his partners he sold them on 
the idea, and he pushed aside the laughs 
of everyone who knew the hazards of 
the trip across the central route, such

vicious Sioux and Paiute Indians, and 
who thought they knew how such haz- 
ards would destroy a lone rider. 

In the end the Pony Express went 
into operation with 80 of the best young 
light weight riders the west could fur- 
nish, and 400 of the fastest yet strong 
rugged horses that could be found 
Eighty well supplied relay stations were 
built along the most direct route, and 
to guard these stations against Indian 
attack, and to have horses ready for 
riders and offer them shelter and food, 
200 keepers of the stations were hired. 

The St. Joseph firm offered a con- 
tract to the Government to furnish a 
ten-day Pony Express mail service for 
$500 a trip, but despite Senator Gwin's 
magnificent effort to have a bill passed 
to pay for the carrying of the mail the 
conflict between Southern and Northern 
congressmen resulted in its defeat 

But Mr. Russell and his partners felt 
they had an obligation to their country 
so they went ahead with setting up the 
system as planned, and went on to dis 
charge it regardless of what it would 
cost them—and it cost them plenty, 
about $30,000 a month in financial 
losses

Will the Next Decade 
Be Known as the Sizzling Sixties? 


It was Patrick Henry who in his re 
markable speech said “I have but one 
light by which my feet are guided, and 
that is the light of experience.’ While

fifties,” let’s take a 
before we jump into 
future. In 1950 
horsemen were jubilant when the Den 
ver National Western Quarter Horse 
Sale set an average of $410 and 2-year 
olds at the Louis B. Meyer Dispersion of 
Thoroughbreds averaged slightly over 
$14,000. In 1959, the National Western 
Sale averaged over $1470 and Thorough 
bred yearling sales are averaging about 
$5,000 indicating that 2-year-olds of like 
quality with the Meyer horses would 
today average well over the former 
figure. This price comparison can be 
compared favorably with all other 
breeds. There were no Appaloosa sales 
in 1950, nor were Arabians in sufficient 
numbers to have any price indicators 
at auction 

At the time that prices have 
gone up, the number of registered horses 
in the past 10 years has increased tre 
mendously. All breeds show increase in 
numbers, but numbers in themselves 
don’t show the entire picture. Improve 
ments in the breeds are most important 
probably, along with the relative inter 
est and number of people interested in 
After all, while we are talking 
of horses, we are reaily talking about 
the enthusiasm that people have for 
horses, not just the stock itself 

In this view of interest shown by 
people, there has been a mushrooming 
of interest in raising and owning horses 
There are more shows by far than ever 
before More days of racing, more roping 
events for professionals and amateurs, 
more parades, trail rides 
gymkhanas than ever before dreamed of 
by those who have watched the horse in- 
dustry. All of these events are bulging 
with owners and exhibitors 

If we see the industry in proportion, 
it is our feeling that we have come to 
a new era—perhaps the golden years 
when people have more time to really 
enjoy horses and owning horses has be- 
come one of the great sports of America 
It is a recognized national form of rec- 
reation and a new type of education for 
youngsters to get close to nature and 
learn real sportsmanship 

There is a new sense of feeling about

horses and the activities that horsemen 
enjoy. There is a new verve and direc 
tion among the people buying and own 
ing horses. No longer is it made up of a 
few “oldtimers” in communities who 
have horses because their dads owned 
them. Today horses are indeed a way 
of recreational life for hundreds of 
thousands 

So, as we enter what could well be 
the “sizzling sixties” from the standpoint 
of overall interest, we have not only 
more horses than ever before, but better 
horses in every breed and more people 
who want to own them. If horsemen will 
continue to develop constructive activi 
ties for horsemen, build greater sports 
manship and mutual respect, there is 
every reason that this will be the golden 
age 

Many horsemen are making their live 
lihoods from the industry today, which 
was unigue 10 years ago. But with this 
there should also be a sense of caution 
to those going into the business. Prices 
or numbers of horses themselves will 
not create the answer. This is not 
enough. Success will still be based on 
quality. Quality of integrity—Quality of 
horseflesh—Quality of blood—Quality 
of continued promotion of your horses 
and your breed, all have abiding con 
siderations to the future 

Since this is the Stallion Issue, it is a 
good time to mention a question that has 
been brought up many times during the 
last year. Many have mentioned the re 
sponsibility of the owner of the stallion, 
with regard to handling of mares at the 
court of stallions, Certainly every stal 
lion owner has a responsibility to use 
his utmost effort to see that a mare 
is settled, if the owner of the mare pays 
his fee. One mar owner said that after 
booking and taking the mare several 
hundred miles to the stallion, the owner 
sold the stallion before the season was 
far enough along to prove if the mare 
was in foal. But still he kept the breed 
ing fee. If this situation was true, it 
would seem very unfair. But there is al 
ways an isolated case that creates a prob 
lem, which does not represent the in- 
dustry generally. 

If a man puts his stallion up for 
service he has responsibilities, there is 
no question about that. And today, there 
are many scientific checks that can be 
used to determine the potency of the 
stallion, the conception of mares, the 
health of mares, etc. There are also 
practices that should be followed in 
handling stallions, such as when to breed

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TIPS ON HAULING HORSES 


HORSE MOTELS 

This will thank you for your letter of 
November 22 in which you make inquiry as 
to the availability of horse motels enrouté 
from Massachusetts to Illinois 

Questions such as the one you ask 
quently come to our office, and it pose 
a problem to give a satisfactory answer 
asmuch as there are literally thousands 
highways in the United States, and to know 
what facilities are available for keeping 
horses overnight on each highway is a near 
impossibility. We can offer the following 
suggestions 

IF YOU STOP FOR THE NIGHT 

When traveling with horses, it 
able to make your stops for the 
tween four and six p.m, In the winter 
it should be earlier, say between thre 
five p.m., before darkness Upon ar 
riving in a town, you should first immedi 
ately consult with a veterinarian, and esp: 
cially those veterinarians specializing in larg¢ 
animal practice, and usually these resourceful 
men can advise as to the availability of over 
night quarter They usually know of clean 
places and places that are free of infectiou 
and contagious diseas¢ Their suggestion 
usually result in horsemen finding accomm« 
dations at the fairgrounds, at dairy farms o1 
riding academis and frequently farmers and 
other horse breeding establishments have box 
stalls or sheltered quarters available 

As you well know, horses are frequently 
shipped by boat and by railway express, in 
which they stana in a closely fitted shipping 
erate for several days without the possibility 
of being able to lie down. Knowing this, I 
have frequently hauled horses and left them 
tanding in the trailer at night for as man 
as three nights in succession 


BLANKET YOUR HORSES 
The trailer of course should be parked at 
night in such a way that the rain or snow 
annot blow in, and with the horses properly 
blanketed and properly tied. We have ex 
perienced no ill effects hauling horses in this 
manner 
MAKE YOUR TRAILER SOLID AT NIGHT 
A word of caution might be in order if this 
procedure is followed; the trailer dve not 
necessarily have to be unhitched from the 
ar, but it should be firmly blocked at the 
rear end and at the trailer hitch end to pre 
vent it from rocking either from side to sid« 
or from end to end. This will give the 
a firm and non-treacherous footing 
are known to sleep, or doze rather 
they would do if tied in a 
stall. Remember, the trailer mu 
lowed to tilt ince it keeps a ner 
on the horses if they are trying t 
sleep after a long, weary ride 
Many experienced horsemen make sure that 
the underside of the trailer is airtight ) 
that the fumes from the car's exhaust do 1 
swirl or boil up under the trailer, which 
been known to actually kill horses, and 
many cases makes them extremely ill 
TRAINED TO LOAD AND UNLOAD 
The horses should be trained to load 
unload easily, and many horsemen recom 
mend that they be unloaded and exercised fo 
a half hour every four to six hours. Now 
realize this is not done in most cases, but i 
ne 
a

is recommended in case you are plannin 
two, three or four day hauling trip 
where the horses are to remain in the trail: 
at night 
LOCATING OVERNIGHT QUARTERS 
One thing more, in case you cannot ea 
locate a veterinarian in the late afte: 
you can of course consult the telephone 
for riding academies or saddle shop 
stores, and they can frequently aid in loc: 
ing overnight quarters for your horses 
VACCINATE YOUR HORSES 
Prior to leaving Massachusetts, or for 
matter any state you should have health 
certificates on your horses showing them to 
be free of infectious and contagious diseas« 
and as a precautionary measure consult y« 
veterinarian (a man specializing in 
animals) regarding vaccinating your horses 
against shipping fever, distemper and lock 
jaw, and this should be done a month prior 
to your trip 
TRAVEL HAZARDS 
in traveling in the dead of winter precau 
tions should be observed regarding stopping 
ind starting, negotiating the hills, making 
turns, and above all keep your speed down 
keep chains on all wheels if conditions 
warrant 
It is suggested you pay the closest possible 
attention to the trailer hitch on your car and 
make sure it is of the finest quality, and 
not cheap cast iron equipment, The kind that 
are used on house trailers are satisfactory 
and of course you know that a stoplight on 
the trailer is now a state law, together with 
brakes on the trailer in many states 
Sincerely hope this answers some of the 
questions you had in mind, and that your 
proposed trip will be a safe and happy one

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A bunch of weary. bruised, and sore 
cow-punchers finished up at the first Na- 
tional Finals Rodeo tonight at Dallas, 
Texas. It was a mighty fine rodeo, too. 
The folks that watched it will never for- 
get what they saw. they'll be talking 
about it fifty years from now. A lot of the 
old-timers showed up to see it—old hands 
that we hadn't seen in years. They all 
commented on how rough the bucking 
stock was, and that they had never seen 
better. 


For me it was like a dream come true. 
as I have talked of this for ten years. 
Every cowboy who was there had a good 
feeling about the Finals when he left. We 
have proved that rodeo can stand on its 
own, can be sold as a sport, and doesn't 
need movie stars to get people through 
the gate. It was strictly contest straight 
through and none of the spectators felt 
that it lacked a thing as far as enter 
tainment goes. The cowboys feel that 
this is the way a rodeo should be run. 

It was not a rodeo where the leading 
bronc riders fared so well. Marty Woods. 
the present champion, got off to a fine 
start by winning the first go-round on the 
Roberts Rodeo Company's top horse. 
Jesse James.” Then the judges reached 
in the hat and drew Harry Knight's “Good- 
bye Now” for him. Marty bit the dust off 
this one, and also bucked off “Mexico 
Kid” and “Della Hey.” Winston Bruce 
who went into the Finals in second place. 
had about the same luck, as did third 
place contender Enoch Walker, and my- 
self. When the rodeo was half over there 
were only three bronc riders left in the 
average. 

In the bull riding there were just two 
left at the half-way mark, Jim Shoulders. 
the champion, and Bob Wagner, the lead 
ing contender. Actually none of the bull 
riders managed to ride all ten bulls. 

The most unusual award I've ever seen 
was given by a great friend of Rodeo. 
and of the cowboys, Mr. Henry English. 
He gave a producing oil well as an 
award to the cowboy winning the most 
money in any one event at the Finals 
Rodeo. This was the first time I've ever 
heard the rodeo hands applaud very 
much for anything, but they nearly shook 
the chutes down when they heard that 
one. Naturally the award was won by 
Jim Shoulders, the greatest money maker 
of all time in the rodeo business. I'd be 
willing to bet that by the time the papers 
are signed over to Jim, the well will be 
a gusher.

(Panel 2.) (After team has completed 
the movements in panel 2.) Well! There, 
we see what Congress does when the is- 
sue of “taxes” comes before it. One sec- 
tion, or really two sections . . . or half of 
Congress, turned right around in place, 
then did a group pivot, then slid to the 
left, then went right back where they 
were before. While this was going on, 
the other half started forward, went 
right through the other part of the half, 
then turned around and came back, and 
they, too, really didn’t go anywhere 
Well, anyhow we saw a nice movement 
of horses and riders Now, we'll see 
what happens when I shout out another 
issue “Increased government expenses.” 
(At this cue the team goes through the 
same movements as before, which re 
sults in groups 1, 2, 3 and 4, and 13, 14 
15, 16 getting back into their original 
positions.) (As this movement is being 
executed, the announcer says: There 
they go again, in the same old evasive 
action. I guess it is no use. That's what 
we always are saying about Congress, 
isn’t it? Let’s wait until they get back 
into position, and we'll try again. (When 
team is back at original position, after 
executing the repeat of panel 2, the an 
nouncer proceeds. ) 

Now I'll try another issue. I shall 
shout out (Insert name of some 
issue of local interest now before Con- 
gress, such as improvement of main 
roads, or building of a dam.) (When an- 
nouncer shouts this, the team goes 
through the movement in panel 3.) 

There was a lot of moving to the left 
in that part of the drill. It isn’t always 
good to go to the left in politics, we are 
told.

(Panel 4, the riders moving in one 
direction in a circle, then reversing and 
riding back in a circle.) (During this 
time and until they are back in original 
position, as in panel 1, the announcer is 
saying 

Well, we are getting speedy action 
More speed. But look, they are going 
in a circle and getting nowhere. Now 
they are reversing themselves, and 
getting right back to where they started 
just like politicians do the represen 


| tatives and senators, shown here by our 


riders, are acting like politicians 
Isn't that strange? 

Well, it now is time for Congress to 
adjourn. I hereby declare this session of 
Congress duly adjourned. (Team leaves 
field, in order set out in “movements 
on field.’’) 

(As team is leaving field, and in in- 
terval before it returns, the announcer 
says the following: ) 

The — team has just presented 
the “Session of Congress” part of to- 
day’s drill, which is called “Ballot Box, 
U.S.A.” That session of Congress was 
pertinent, of course, because it is by 
the ballot box that we elect, or do not 
elect, members of Congress. 
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It is in the sessions of Congress that 
many of the issues are developed and 
the reputations made which have a part 
in the campaigns for the elections them- 
selves .. . the use of the ballot box... 
The ———— team will next present a 
presidential campaign, followed by the 
inauguration—of a kind—of the newly 
elected president ... We would empha- 
size again that all of this is only kidding. 
We all have great respect for our poli- 
tics, which are an integral part of our 
democratic processes. As a matter of 
fact, it is good that we can kid our 
politics and government; if the time ever 
comes when we can’t kid our govern- 
ment, we'll be in trouble as a people 

Now, for the campaign itself: 

(Team riders come onto the field, and 
go into positions of panel 5.) The riders 
now come onto the field. They denote 
the voters of the country. The millions 
and millions of voters. So, you see, each 
rider carries quite a lot of responsibility. 
Maybe that is why some of them look so 
very serious . .. Generally, the voters of 
the country are divided into two groups 
or schools of thought. Here they are 
shown opposed or facing each other 
But, the campaign starts, and the pen- 
dulum of public opinion begins to sway. 
(The lines approach and pass through 
each other as in panel 6.) (When the two 
lines have just about gotten into the 
finale of panel 6, then announcer goes 
on.) That huge swing of the pendulum 
of public opinion has thrown all the 
voters into a swirl, shown here by the 
team in a serpentine. But, this confu- 
sion results in the election of a new 
president . . . good or bad, and we see 
him now riding onto the field. (The team 
goes from panel 7 into the confusion 
of panel 8.) The new president accom- 
panied by his advisors, turn and face 
the voters in all their confusion. (Panel 
8.) Now, the president has faced the 
voters, and has his advisors with him, 
and the voters have settled into the good 
order that usually comes after the con- 
fusion of the campaign. (Panel 9.) 
(When the riders are in positions of 
Panel 9, the announcer continues.) Usu- 
ally the new president names his cabi- 
net in the weeks before he is inaugu- 
rated. And usually most of the members 
are from among his advisors. That is the 
situation this time. All his advisors are 
named to the cabinet, but he needs a 
couple of others. (The president points 
to the lines of voters, and the two riders 
closest to him, at the near ends of the 
lines, advance and take position with 
the other new cabinet members, as in 
panel 10, while the lines move and as- 
sume the positions in panel 10.) (This 
completed, the announcer goes on.) 
Now is the time for the new cabinet to 
pledge itself to the president, and in- 
cidentally show how very pleased it is. 
(Panel 11.) (When the cabinet has gone 
around a couple of times, it assumes the 
position in panel 12 and the announcer 
goes on:) But, look, coming onto the 
field now is the former president. He is 
all crippled up from the rigors of his ad- 
ministration. But he is going to be here 
for the inauguration, as it were, of his

successor. (The figure coming onto the 
field, leading his horse slowly, hobbles 
along, and makes his way to a position 
at the center of the three lines. He pro- 
ceeds slowly, and all the riders on the 
field, except the new president, take 
off their hats in respect to him. He 
looks puzzled, shakes his head as if con- 
fused, faces in various directions, and 
turns questioningly from group to group 
As the old man is doing this the an- 
nouncer, taming his remarks to the old 
man’s position, proceeds:) He seems 
dazed. Poor old fellow. He’s just had 
too much politics. He doesn’t know what 
has happened, or what is happening 
(When the old man finally faces the 
new president, the new president panto 
mines slowly but vigorously that he is 
now president, pointing to himself and 
shooing away the old man. Gradually 
the old man seems to understand, 
straightens up, as if becoming a new 
man, gives a shout, leaps to back of his 
horse and rides away as in panel 13 
While all this is going on, the announcer 
is interpreting it as follows:) But now 
the old fellow, still worried by the du 
ties of the presidency, is looking at the 
new president. And the new president 
is explaining that he, now, is the presi 
dent and that the old man’s worries are 
over. And see the effect! The old fellow 
almost literally becomes a new man 
And, he gets out of all this just as fast 
as he can. (The old man—the outgoing 
president—traces his horse around the 
rail, counterclockwise. The cabinet line 
turns, and with exceeding great dignity 
follows, followed by the new president 
at a couple of horse lengths distance 
The new president doffs his hat often 
to anyone in general. At some little dis 
tance the voters line follows, cheering 
All this dignity is done at a trot, and 
the “voters,” following, perforce, ar 
at a trot.) (As the cabinet, president 
and voters are leaving, the announcer 
concludes:) We have seen the inaugura 
tion, in effect, of a new president. We 
didn’t show the taking of the oath of 
office and all that, but we did show 
how the participants feel about it 
especially the outgoing and incoming 
presidents 

And so the drill team has 
presented the “Ballot Box U.S.A.” drill, 
written in 1960 especially for that year 
with its presidential election, but adapt 
able to elections in the United States 
almost anywhere at almost any time 
We would repeat; The fact that his drill 
has been in light-hearted vein about a 
very important matter does not mean 
any disrespect. As often has been said, 
“We joke about only those we love or 
respect.” . That is it. . . don’t forget

but what success depended both on the 
speed and endurance of the relay horses 
so they could outrun the Indians, and 
on riders who were small enough that 
they would not overload the animals 

It was determined that only riders 
weighing 120 pounds or less would be 
hired, that equipment could weigh no 
more than 25 pounds, and each mail 
load could be not more than 20 pounds 
or a total animal load of 165 pounds 

The young men hired were in their 
late teens or early 20s. They had to be 
superb horsemen and know in detail 
that portion of the trail they were to 
ride They were given the best horses 
that could be found. At the eastern end 
of the trail many horses came from the 
thor hbred ranches and the cavalry 
mounts at the military forts at Leaven 
worth and Kearney 

In California W. W. Finney was given 
the job of picking horses and stocking 
the stations. He chose horses for speed 
and for the stamina and sure-footedness 
needed on dangerous mountain trails 

It is said that many of the horses se 
lected for the Pony Express came from 
the breeding ranch of Ben Taylor. “It 
was the breeding program,” says Wen 
dell Robie, horseman of note from Au 
burn, California, “started on a large and 
active scale by Taylor in Nevada County 
that was responsible for the Central 
California region being productive in 
quantity of hot blood cross horses which 
had added size and speed and still pre 
served the stamina of the Spanish Cali 
fornia horses 

While history is not too clear about 
Ben Taylor it is known that he left Cali 
fornia in 1851 for the purpose of bring 
blooded stallions 
and mares from Missouri and Kentucky 
which he did in 1852, driving them

that was considered a major accomplish 
ment. These animals he used to get the 
cross that turned out fine, fast and 
sturdy horses. By 1860 he had a con 
siderable number on his two Buena 
Vista ranches near Nevada City and 
Grass Valley 

The very best in horses and riders 
were also equipped with the best equip 
ment that could be devised for the task 
they had to accomplish. Special saddles 
and mochilas were made 

The saddle had a light wooden frame 
with horn, cantle and stirrups, and belly 
band The mochila was an easily re 
movable leather cover that fitted 
snuggly over the saddle. There wer: 
openings to let the horn and cantle stick 
through At each corner of the mochila 
there was a pouch in which the mail 
was placed. Each mochila was carried 
the full length of the route, being moved 
from mount to mount as horses were 
changed at the relay stations. The rider 
sat on it so it could not be lost while he 
was mounted. If he were killed or 
thrown from his horse during his run 
it would remain on the saddle and the 
riderless animal would carry it on to 
the next relay station 

Where the going was rough through 
the mountains and deserts the relay sta 
tions were spaced 12 to 15 miles apart 
and in country where the going was 
easier they were 25 to 30 miles apart 
Each rider had from three to five re 
lays in his route. He had a home statior 
at each end where he lived between 
runs. In the mountain and desert coun 
try the schedule called for 165 miles a 
day, and on the prairies for 220 miles 

Each rider was equipped with a bright 
red flannel shirt, blue trousers, a horn 
to warn of his approach at each station 
Colt revolver, light weight rifle, and a
